Widower takes on running challenge to raise money for cancer research

A devoted husband is running 10 
kilometres every day for 62 consec¬ 
utive days to raise money for a lead¬ 
ing cancer charity in memory of his 
wife of 36 years. 

Laurie Johnston set himself the 
target after his wife Lin, 62, died 
from breast cancer in March after a 
four-year battle against the disease. 

The 66-year-old father will be rais¬ 
ing money for Cancer Research UK 
while he racks up 620 kilometres, 
finishing his challenge the day be¬ 
fore what would have been Lin’s 63rd 
birthday on Thursday, November 9. 

Laurie upped his routine to three 
or four runs a week while looking af¬ 
ter Lin in the last months of her life 


because it gave him “relief”. 

He has since been building up his 
weekly average in preparation for 
the challenge, which starts on Fri¬ 
day, September 8. 

Mr Johnston said: “People tell 
me it’s either a good idea or a stupid 
idea. Lin would think it’s pretty stu¬ 
pid, but she’d support it. 

“She’d like me to carry on with my 
life as much as possible.” 

The couple met while working 
together at a computer centre in 
Fulham Broadway in the 1970s and 
started dating a year later. Four 
years later, they were married. 

“She loved people,” Mr Johnston 
said. “She was friendly - quiet, but 
outgoing. She had a good sense of 
humour and told a good story 

“She was kind - people used to like 
that about her.” 

Lin and Laurie enjoyed 36 years

of marriage, during which they had 
one son, Mark, a pilot who recently 
got his captain wings. 

After Mark’s birth Lin stopped 
working full-time, Mr Johnston ex¬ 
plained, but did a number of part- 
time jobs including cake-decorator, 
flower arranger, and a receptionist 
for companies in Chessington. 

But four years ago, Lin developed 
an aggressive form of breast cancer 
that, from the outset, doctors said 
they could manage but never cure. 


Lin underwent chemotherapy at 
Cancer Centre London in Wimble¬ 
don. The centre’s staff helped in¬ 
spire Mr Johnston’s charity run. 

He said: “We were there for four 
years having treatment. While we 
were there they were almost part of 
the family They were fantastic. They 
were trying to make people as cheer¬ 
ful as possible. Donating to them 
seems the obvious choice.”

AMBULANCE emergency 
staff have moved from their 
home in Banstead to join col¬ 
leagues at the new headquar¬ 
ters and operation centre in 
Crawley 

Control staff at the emer¬ 
gency operations centre in 
The Horseshoe, off Bolters 
Lane, relocated to the Man¬ 
or Royal site as part of the 
South-East Coast Ambulance 
Service restructuring plans 
on September 5. 

SECAmb made the an¬ 
nouncement of the new 
headquarters after agreeing 
a lease with Surrey County 
Council at the beginning of 
the year with the aim to re¬ 
duce the number of EC Os in 
the south east from three to 
two. 

Sue Skelton, associate di¬ 
rector of operations, said: 
“We’re looking forward to 
welcoming ECO staff from 
Banstead. 

“We hope they enjoy their 
new modern and bright work¬ 
ing environment alongside 


the benefits of joining their 
colleagues in operating on 
the new CAD, which has been 
very well received by staff al¬ 
ready using the system.” 

The staff relocation comes 
after the employees at the 
ECO in Lewes, East Sussex, 
moved to the trust’s base in 
Crawley earlier this summer 
with the intention to com¬ 
bine the services each centre 
provides. 

SECAmb second site will 
be run out of the trust’s east 
EOC in Coxheath, Kent and 
both centres will be oper¬ 
ating on the new computer 


aided dispatch system - 
which has been in operation 
since July. 

The new CAD system re¬ 
cords all data related to 999 
and urgent requests for am¬ 
bulance assistance and is pri¬ 
marily used by EOC staff to 
assess, prioritise and - if nec¬ 
essary - dispatch ambulance 
crews to emergency calls. 

Ms Skelton added: “The 
move to the new control 
room, HQ and new CAD 
bring huge benefits to staff 
and ultimately the patients 
who we provide a service to. 

“We understand that 


change isn’t always easy and 
we’d like to thank everyone 
for their patience, under¬ 
standing and professionalism 
as this vital project to move to 
a new HQ, EOC and new CAD 
has progressed.” 

Several smaller depart¬ 
ments including clinical edu¬ 
cation and fleet and logistics 
will continue to operate out 
of the trust’s Banstead site 
the EOC closure completes 
the trust’s reduction plans 
reportedly bringing it in line 
with the majority of other 
ambulance trusts around the 
country who have two EOCs.

RAIL workers at Southern 
staged a fresh strike on Monday 
morning in disputes over the 
role of guards and driver-only 
trains which disrupted travel 
as people returned to work after 
the holidays and schools reo¬ 
pened. 

The Southern dispute started 
more than 16 months ago, with 
members of the RMT union tak¬ 
ing more than 30 days of strike 
action. 

The threat of industrial ac¬ 
tion against the industry’s new¬ 
est franchise holder is also loom¬ 
ing. RMT members on South 
Western Railway are to be bal¬ 
loted for strikes, just days after 
the operator took over the run¬ 
ning of services from London 
Waterloo. 

Southern said it planned to 
run most services despite the 
strike, although a number of 
cancellations were expected. 

Mick Cash, general secretary 
of the RMT, said: “These strikes 
are about putting passenger 
safety before private profit and 
those that seek to undermine the 


safety culture on our railways in 
order to fill their own pockets 
should be called to account and 
forced back to the negotiating 
table.” 

Paul Plummer, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Rail Delivery Group, 
which represents train com¬ 
panies and Network Rail said: 
“Britain’s railway connects 
communities across the country 


and train companies are doing 
all they can to keep passengers 
moving on the day many stu¬ 
dents return to school and peo¬ 
ple are going back to work. 

“Rail companies are working 
hard to upgrade the railway 
to support passengers and our 
economy now and for the long 
term, including 6,400 more ser¬ 
vices a week by 2021.”

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Mother describes her experiences when her daughter developed cancer 

Cancer diagnosis 'felt like 
the walls came crashing in’

A mother from Banstead felt 
“like the walls just came crash¬ 
ing in” when she discovered 
her daughter had 25 per cent 
survival rate from one of the 
rarest forms of cancer. 

Beth Semikin, 23, found out 
she had epithelioid sarcoma 
in June 2015 when she was 21 
years old and has since under¬ 
gone six major operations due 
to numerous complications. 

Her mother, Allison Se¬ 
mikin, 52, put her school teach¬ 
ing job on hold to fly out to 
Jacksonville in Florida to be 
with her eldest daughter when 
she started proton beam thera¬ 
py after a second scan revealed 
the tumour between Miss Se¬ 
mikin’s spine and pelvis. 

Mrs Semikin said: “When 
your child is going through 
cancer it’s an incredibly lonely 
experience, so isolating. You 
get forgotten. 

“There were times that I was 
scared that Beth would die and 
I found it hard to open up and 
tell anyone about how I was 
feeling. I’ve had a few panic at-

tacks and got close to the point 
where I asked for support, but 
then I felt like I’d got over that 
hurdle.” 

During a routine scan in 
therapy Mrs Semikin and her 
daughter found out that the tu¬ 
mour had returned double the 
size because the initial treat¬ 
ment which removed it by a 
surgical sucker was incorrect 
and doctors were not sure they 
could operate again. 

Fortunately, Miss Semikin, 
her younger brother and par¬ 
ents heard that she would be 
able to undergo an 11-hour spi¬ 
nal surgery back in the UK be¬ 
fore returning to Florida with 
her mother for more therapy 
Mrs Semikin added: “Beth’s 
problems definitely haven’t 


ended now that she’s in remis¬ 
sion, recovery has been very 
difficult. Her multiple surger¬ 
ies and tests have left her with 
nerve damage and she needs to 
self-catheterise. 

“She also has incontinence, 
mobility issues and pain every 
day Beth hasn’t had an opiate 
free day since September 2015.” 

Throughout years of diagno¬ 
sis, operations and treatment 
the family were supported by 
the UK’s leading children’s 
cancer charity, CLIC Sargent 
working closely with a social 
worker and also spent time in 
the charity’s free “Home from 
Home - Paul’s House”. 

Ms Semikin said: “Our CLIC 
Sargent social worker Kate is a 
hero; she was a life saver. 

“She helped us so much with 
making sure we could access 
all of the financial support that 
was available. 

“She advised us how to fill 
out different forms to make 
sure we had the best chance 
of getting the support because 
the benefit system can be so 
difficult. Kate also helped Beth 
to get a couple of CLIC Sargent 
grants - Beth had two jobs at 
university and when she got 
unwell she had to give them up. 


“She found it really hard to 
lose that independence CLIC 
Sargent made this experience 
more bearable and I don’t know 
what we would’ve done without 
the support.” 

As part of September’s 
childhood cancer awareness 
month CLIC Sargent released 
research which revealed that 
63 per cent of parents said they 
experienced depression during 
their child’s treatment and 37 
per cent experiencing panic at¬ 
tacks. 

A shocking 84 per cent report¬ 
ed feeling lonely and less than 
40 per cent of parents found 
access to support for managing 
stress and anxiety during their 
child’s treatment. 

Ms Semikin said: “I’m not 
the same person that I was be¬ 
fore. Your priorities completely 
change and it’s like you end up 
with a different mind-set. 

“Families definitely need 
more support and encourage¬ 
ment to talk openly about how 
they’re feeling.” 

Both mother and daughter 
are now helping CLIC Sargent 
to raise awareness about the 
emotional and mental health 
impact diagnosis and treatment 
can bring to families.

Well done for naming and shaming litterbugs

Emblazoned across its website you 
will find the names and addresses 
of almost 150 litterbugs, along with 
their postcodes and the amount 
they were fined and forced to pay in 


costs. These details have then been 
shared with as many news websites 
as possible - this publicity ensures 
two important goals are met. Firstly 
it clearly demonstrates Bexley will 
not allow itself to be besieged and 
blighted by such behaviour, and 
secondly, shaming people in front of 
their neighbours and friends acts as 
a great deterrent. And the reason I 
know the policy is right is I’ve already 
faced a dozen shamed littering crim¬ 
inals whinging that their misdemean¬ 
ours have been made public. Their 
excuses have been as varied as they 
have been pathetic 
I now want everyone in south London 
to insist their local authority follows 
Bexley’s brilliant example and tackles 
this issue head on. Demand your 
local council follows in the footsteps 


of London’s leading authority. 

Zero tolerance - fine first, then 
name and shame. 

The final word must go to Council¬ 
lor Peter Craske, Bexley’s cabinet 
member for community safety, en¬ 
vironment and leisure: “Our stance 
is firm on this, the council will not 
tolerate this anti-social and criminal 
behaviour.

Residents should be allowed to 
vote on planning applications in 
their local areas, a think-tank has 
suggested. 

In a new report, Yes In My 
Back Yard, John Myers of 
London YIMBY and the Adam 
Smith Institute have proposed 
allowing the development of 
ugly or low amenity sections of 
green belt sites, and devolving 
some planning laws to the new 
city-region mayors, with a view 
to boosting the economy and 
putting an end to the UK's 
current housing crisis. 

It also raises the point that by 
allowing individual streets to vote 
on giving themselves permitted 
development rights to extend or 
replace existing buildings over an 
extended period, an additional 
five million homes could be 
created in London alone. 

Large swathes of London 
are covered with low-rise, often 
unexceptional, 20th century 
houses, with half of London's 
homes in buildings of just one or 
two floors. The report proposes 



a system which would allow 
properties to be extended or 
replaced with more attractive 
buildings, creating many more 
homes, provided it receives 
community support. 

House builders have long 
come up against opposition from 
local residents when it comes 
to new developments, with 
NIMBY's (Not In My Back Yard) 
opposing development plans. 

The challenge, the report says, is 
not how to fix the housing crisis 
but how to win more votes by 
doing it. 

Current planning laws have 
made it difficult for small 
builders and self-build projects to 
compete in the housing market, 
leaving mainly large developers 
with often unappealing schemes, 
released over long periods. 

By restoring power to small 
communities, it could put an end 
to the NIMBY cartel by allowing 
communities to choose to allow 
further development if they want 
it, provided that their concerns 
surrounding good design, 



congestion, infrastructure, 
services, shadows, etc are met. 

Yes in My Back Yard also 
suggests that by giving 
communities the right to develop 
and 'green' their green belt, they 
can be rid of "ugly" or "dead" 
farmland, and to add protection 
to areas of outstanding beauty. 

John Myers, co-founder of 


London YIMBY, said: "A new 
generation of young people is 
demanding change to avoid 
being worse off than their 
parents. There are vote-winning 
ways to make decent homes truly 
affordable with the support of 
existing homeowners, if only we 
seize them." 

Ben Southwood, head of 


research at the Adam Smith 
Institute, said: "The planning 
system is a mess. We all know 
we need more homes and 
infrastructure in the places 
people actually want them - 
but it isn't delivering. Locals 
cannot be blamed for blocking 
development that blight 
their views with ugly designs 


and detract from their living 
standards. 

"So we are proposing a raft 
of measures that may bring 
homeowners around the country 
on side. If new housing benefits 
people already living there, then 
we may finally be able to build 
enough to stop rents taking half 
of people's pay packets."

BACKGROUND: Skoda is 
changing. Once a brand exclusively 
the preserve of older buyers, it’s now 
courting younger ones, not only with its 
sporty vRS hot hatch models but also 
with mainstream fare - cars like this 
one, the Rapid Spaceback. 

If ever emphasis was needed of the 
importance of the Focus-sized family 
hatchback segment in the current 
market, this model provides it for it’s 
Skoda’s second offering in this sector. 
Previous to this car’s arrival here in 
the Spring of 2014, the brand had 
provided this class with its standard 
Rapid model - as it still does. Since this 
Rapid Spaceback joined that design in 
the company’s showrooms, together, 
these two cars have more effectively 
been able to bridge the gap in the 
Czech maker’s model range between 
the supermini-sized Fabia and the now 
larger Mondeo-sized Octavia. Nowthe 
Spaceback range looks particularly 
good value thanks to a pricing 
realignment. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Lets 
getthe under-bonnet stuff out of the 
way first, the big news being that 
there are two completely new petrol 
engines, 95 and 110PS versions of 
the VW Group’s three cylinder 1.0-litre 


TSI unit. Otherwise, it’s a diesel-only 
choice, either a 75PS 1.4 TDI or a 
116PS 1.6TDI. 

As with the standard Rapid model, this 
Spaceback variant’s mechanicals don’t 
include the high-tech MQBfloorplan 
developed for all of the Volkswagen 
group’s other family hatchback 
contenders. Skoda chooses to reserve 
these underpinnings for its larger 
Octavia model, so the Rapid range 
has instead to rely on a mix and match 
of suspension and chassis parts 
borrowed from almost every crevice of 
the Wolfsburg parts bin. 

Perhaps that’s why on the move, 
there’s nothing particularly enjoyable 
about the way this Spaceback 
model goes about its business. Still, 
most likely buyers don’t seek that in 
affordable fivefooor family transport. 

In any case, there are plenty of 
other attributes on offer that target 
customers will probably value more 
highly. They might find the ride a little 
on the firm side of comfortable but 
they’ll very much like the narrow body 
that makes parking and road width 
restrictions easier to negotiate aided 
by the excellent all-round visibility, the 
light, consistently-weighted controls 
and the simple switchgear that, 


thank goodness, features a proper 
conventional handbrake. For this car, 
Skoda’s engineers developed a more 
accurate C-EPS Column-Electric 
Power Steering steering system. It 
could still do with a bit more feel but it 
certainly makes the car quite a willing 


dynamic companion. 

Design and Build: Updates made 
to this revised Rapid Spaceback 
model are subtle and mostly limited to 
plushertrim levels. At the front, there 
are modified foglights, a redesigned 
bumper and plush variants get some 


extra chrome, plus the headlamps 
can be ordered with bi-xenon beams. 
Atthe rear, the tail lights now have 
black-tinted covers and can be ordered 
in LED form. Otherwise, it’s as you 
were. As before, we’d recommend the 
optional panoramic glass roof which 


combines neatly with a ‘prolong’ tinted 
rear screen for a contrasting lookthat 
works best on pale coloured cars. 

Inside, the ambience of the cabin has 
been lifted with new door inlays, while 
the airvents, the instruments and the 
air conditioning controls have been 
redesigned. That’s all this interior 
really needed. It was, after all, already 
pretty practical, especially out back. 
Though you don’t getthe 515-litre 
luggage space ofthe standard Rapid 
bodyshape, the Spaceback’s 415-litre 
trunk should still be quite sufficient for 
most families; that’s around 100-litres 
more than you’d get in a rival Ford 
Focus. 

The luggage bay can be specified 
with a double floorto ensure that 
valuables are kept out of sight. Fold 
the 60/40 split rear seats and you get 
up to 1,380-litres of luggage capacity 
(down from 1490-litres in the standard 
Rapid). 

MARKET: Rapid Spaceback pricing 
is now much keener these days, sitting 
in the £14,000to £20,000 bracket. 
That means is signficantly undercuts 
the standard Rapid model, though 
partly that’s because this Spaceback 
derivative offers more affordable trim 
options.
